REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
the prior art does not teach the claimed contactless electrical energy transfer apparatus 
including, inter alia, a portable receiving unit comprising a receiver coil, a housing in which 
the receiver coil is disposed, the housing supporting the receiver coil and extending outwardly 
from a main body of the portable receiving unit such that the housing and receiver coil are 
separated from the main body. Regarding claim 31, the prior art does not teach the claimed 
contactless electrical energy transfer apparatus coupling magnetic energy into a portable device 
including, inter alia, a main body and a magnetic energy receiving portion, a base disposed 
proximate the magnetic energy receiving portion and comprising a cradle section and a 
charging section, the charging section supporting the main body and adapted to receive the 
magnetic energy receiving portion, and the varying magnetic field produced by the magnetic 
field generator substantially excluded from the main body portion. Regarding claims 44 and 
47, the prior art does not teach the claimed contactless electrical energy transfer apparatus 
including flux shunt means moved by the prime mover (claim 44) or otherwise movably 
supported within a charging base (claim 47). Regarding claim 82, the prior art does not teach 
the claimed method of transferring energy including, inter alia, positioning the first portion of 
a receiving component proximate the first portion of a base component and positioning a 
second portion of the receiver component proximate a second portion of the base component 
such that the first and second receiver component portions do not overlap and such that the 
first and second base component portions do not overlap. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
